Benitez goes deep into the origins 


of the Mexican people and how 
fares today that mixture of Indians 
reared in the shadow of volcanic 
mountains and of white Spaniards 
frequently unwanted men and vir> 
tually exiles from their homeland. 


It is a well - documented story. 


And one of Senile/.' greatest chap- 
ters is his discussion of the Aztec 
religion with its strange gods and 
»«';-ucl ritual of human 
sacrifice. 


Vlie Aztecs lived literally to servo 
their gods. And at this point Beni- 
tez makes the inevitable compar- 
ison between Mexico's Aztec civili- 
zation and that of the Incas in 
Peru. He writes: 


"Peru still has one ot tho 


most important 
cultures of 


America, but 
the 
Mexican 


misses the spiritual ambience 
of the Aztec. The skull so fa- 
vored by the Nahuatl is nol lo 


, 1 be found, nor his hard religious 
" strength, nor his horrifying and 


divine understanding of the uni- 
verse, because among Ihe Incas 
everything was softer, less fore- 
boding. Whereas the Inca had 
his 
feet well planted on the 


earth, the Aztec floated in the 
stormy cloud of his 
martyr- 


dom. Or, to slate il otherwise:

thought of himself 


and of his material well-being, 


. . whereas the Aztec was an in- 
y sane slave of the gocts that he 


had invented."
